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Within a week, Tommy Zeigler was charged with the killings. Soon 
after, he was convicted. The jury recommended life in prison, but they 
were overruled by the judge, who sentenced him to death. Zeigler 
believes the judge held a grudge against him from months earlier when 
they had testified for opposing sides in a bitter legal dispute. 

For more than 20 years, from a hospital bed, from a courtroom, and now 
from death row, Tommy Zeigler has loudly proclaimed his innocence. He 
claims that on December 24, 1975, he planned to meet Eunice and her 
parents at the store. He says he was unaware that they were already 
dead when he opened the back door and found the lights not working. 
Moments later, Zeigler claims he was viciously attacked and beaten. 
Zeigler kept large amounts of cash at the store, and routinely carried 
a handgun for protection. He believes he may have wounded one of the 
assailants before he himself was shot in the side. At about 9:25PM 
Zeigler stumbled out of the store. Minutes earlier, he had called the 
police chief at a private party, to report he had been shot. Zeigler 
and his attorneys say they have new evidence that debunks the 
prosecution's case and makes liars out of its witnesses. Additionally, 
an independent lie detector test conducted by one of the country's 
most respected forensic specialists, John Palmatier, suggests that 
Tommy Zeigler is, in fact a victim in this case. On May 19, 1986, 
Zeigler was less than 24 hours away from facing the electric chair. 
Then a federal court granted a stay and zeligler filed and appeal. In 
1387 his attorneys used Florida's Freedom of Information act to open 
up the prosecution files. They found previously undisclosed evidence. 
Today, Tommy Zeigler is asking for a new trial, in which a new judge 
and jury can review all the evidence. A ruling on Zeigler's appeal is 
still pending. Of course, the question remains, even if Tommy Zeigler 
wins another day in court, will the verdict be innocent or guilty?

KURT)COBAIN 


Kurt Cobain, lead singer and creative force behind Nirvana, a Seattlie- 
based grunge rock band, was renowned for his music. To many, his 
suicide on April 8, 1994 seemed understandable. At least one 
investigator, Tom Grant, a Los Angeles based private investigator and 
former L.A. County Sheriff's deputy, is convinced that the official 
ruling of suicide was a rush to judgement. On March 31, 1994, just 3 
weeks after an apparent drug overdose in Rone, Italy, Cobain walked 
out of a drug rehab center in Marina Del Rey, California. It was only 
24 hours after family and friends had persuaded him to seek help. 
Cobain took a late night flight back to Seattle where a limo driver 
dropped him off at home. His daughter's male nanny saw him there on 
the morning of April 2, 1994. During that same period, Courtney Love, 
Cobain's wife, was reportedly staying at a Beverly Hills Hotel. on 
April 3rd, Tom Grant claims that Love called him and asked him to find 
her husband. She did not mention that Cobain had been seen at their 
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Seattle home the day before. When surveillance failed to locate 
Cobain, Grant flew to Seattle. He and one of Cobain's friends began 
searching for the missing rock star, eventually ending up at Cobain's 

house. Grant claims the entire house was searched. Some 20 hours 
later, Grant says he and Cobain's friend searched the house again. 
This time they found a note left for Cobain by the male nanny. The 
hext day an electrician discovered Cobain's body in a room above the 
garage known as "the greenhouse". It is the only place Grant says he 
and Cobain's friend did not check. The first officers to arrive at the 
house reported that they were "on the scene of a suicide", Tom Grant 
Strongly disagrees and helieves he has found a number of 
inconsistencies, including questions about the alleged suicide note 
itself. Grant believes the note is actually a retirement letter to 
Cobain's fans. Grant and two renowned handwriting experts believe that 
at least part of the note could have been forged. Does this suggest 
Kurt. Cobain did not commit suicide? If SO, Was his death accidental? 
Or was Cobain murdered? The Seattle police are confident they made the 
correct ruling. They consider the case closed. Tom Grant does not. He 
believes the investigation should be re-opened and the inconsistencies 
resolved once and for all.
